TICS. 



What strange fatality dogs thu steps 
of tlie Local Government and turns 
every act to their dire disadvan- 
tage and confusion ! A few months 
ago a lamentable failure of justice at 
•ho Clinton Assizes was recorded in 
these column?. Following closely upon 
that fiaxco came the failure at Cassiar 
in the Tom Anderson prosecution. 
Then followed the Nanaimo Assizes 
after a delay of nine months. And 
now the country has to face the 
imminence of ft second failure at Clin- 
ton 1 In another column is a letter 
from Dog Creek (near Clinton) in 
which the writer — a highly respectable 
citizen — conveys the astounding infor- 
mation that since the adjournment of 
the Clinton Assizes in J uly hist the 
Government have not put forth an 
effort to obtain additional evidence in 
the Poole tragedj-. This, in itself, were 
bad enough ; but there is worse to 
come: In the Government Gazelle of 
Saturday there appeared a notice con- 
vening the Clinton Assizes for the 16th 
of October. Yesterday morning the 
Government organ contained a similar 
notice, with an item directing atten- 
tion thoreto, in both of which the date 
of the Clinton Assizes is fixed for the 
10th of October. What chain of circum- 
stances has induced the Government to 
change the date, of the Assizes is as yet 
unknown ; but it is believed that the 
administration of justice on the Main- 
land is to bo subordinated to the poli- 
tical interests of the Government. 
Pressing telegrams have been received 
by the Attorney General from Cariboo 
informing him that the vacant seat in 
that representation will probably bo 
tilled by an Oppositionist. lie is 
anxious, therofore, to canvass the Dis- 
trict as quickly as possible, and to en- 
able him to do so will "rush" the As- 
size business at Clinton. The interests 
of the public arc as nothing in tho At- 
torney-General's eyes compared with 
the preservation of his Government. 
The blood of the murdered Poole fami- 
ly may cry aloud from the grave for ven- 
geance on their slayers; but the cry 
will be drowned in the wild clamor of 
the Bread and Butter Brigade, of 
which the Attorney General is' the 
standard-bearer, for their places. Now, 
the Court cannot leave here until 
Friday, the 3d of October. The trip 
to Clinton will consume four days ; 
and three days after the arrival of the 
Court at Clinton the Assizes will be 
convened. This is a slight improve- 
ment on tho Cassiar failure— where the 
first intimation tho people had of the 
Court wan the arrival of the Court it- 
self — but tho time allowed is in- 
sufficientfor the properadministrationof 
justice in a district as scattered as that 
of Lillooet. Grand and petty jurors 
and witnesses cannot be summoned 
in three — no, not in ten — days. 
We submit that the Assizes at 
Clinton should not be convenod 
until after a month's proclama- 
tion of intention to hold them. The 
16th of October was near; but the 10th 
of October is altogether out of the 
question. If the statement of our cor- 
respondent is correct that no additional 
evidence has been sought for, on what 
is the Crown to found an indictment, 
and what is the use of holding an As- 
size at all 1 A young clerk from the 
Attorney-General's oflico at tho last 
Clinton Assize consulted Mr. Justice 
Gray as to the value of tho evidence 
then on hand, and that learned judge 
was of opinion that there was no case 
to put before a Grand Jury. What 
has the Crown done in the interim to 
strengthen the case? Nothing; and in 
place of allowing one month to elapse 
between the date of proclamation and 
the convening of the Court they have 
reduced the time to twelve days. 

Again we ask, what strange fatality 
dogs the' steps of the Local Govern- 
ment and turns every act to their 
dire disadvantage and confusion 1 They 
Beem unablo to discharge the common- 
est details of duty with any degree of 
satisfaction to the taxpayers.

Shabby Troatmont of tho District 

ONLY $125 YOTED FOR THE ROADS 

Doo Creek, Sept. 22d, 1870. 

Editor Colonist: — I think it only 
right that a word should be said in be- 
half of tho inhabitants of this district 
who, pursuing quietly their agricul- 
tural pursuits, have not yet said a word 
f . or against the present administra- 
tion. But at last, owing to the ridicu- 
lous proceedings with rofcrence to the 
Government agency at Clinton, and 
their meanness in granting the; misera- 
ble sum of §1 25 for the repair of our 
district roads, one hears nothing but 
loud complaints, I think justly. 

For two years not a dollar has been 
applied to the benefit of tho district, 
although it is one of the few districts 
on tho Mainland whose revenuo is not 
falling of}* The late administration 
built us a waggon-road, but unfortu- 
nately, owing to tho pigheadedness and 
incapacity of those in charge, it proved 
but a sorry one. From this to Alkali 
Lake it is useless for teaming in sum- 
mer. Mr. Jane surveyed a new one 
and it was faithfully promised to bo 
built this fall ; but as the year is ap- 
proaching its closo and no movement 
has been made we deemed it necessary to 
apply for a few dollars to repair what 
little portion of the road we could to 
enable us to move around tho neigh- 
borhood during the winter. As before 
stated the magnificent sum of $125 has 
been granted to repair thirty-two miles 
of the road, including tho portion that 
runs over two long and dangerous hills. 
We did not ask for much; but we ap- 
plied for no more than was necessary. 
As the present administration received 
great support in the neighborhood we 
certainly thought some little considera- 
tion would have been shown us. Rest 
assured this support will never be again 
given them, for what with the causes 
above enumerated, and the rascally 
impost of twenty-five per cent, to the 
tax of those poor unfortunates who are 
unable to meet them when due, and 
the paltry and childish Chinese legisla- 
tion, such a revulsion of feeling has 
taken place that whatever tho short- 
comings of the late administration may 
have been the present one is now look- 
ed upon — to use a vulgarism — as apor- 
fectbilk. 

In the Poole case, the accused, as 
you know, were remanded; but can 
you inform me why no steps have ever 
yet been taken to procure further evi- 
dence 1 ! To me tho failure to do so is 
sufficient proof of the wretched inca- 
pacity of the pre'scnt Government's po- 
lice organization. Their action, or 
rather want of action, is universally 

condemned If tho late 

Administration could not claim a super- 
abundance of brains, it at least could 
claim respectability.

Maple Say Affricnltural Exhibition. 

The annual exhibition of live stock and 
agricultural products which took placo at 
Maple Bay on Saturday last reflected con- 
siderable credit on tho farmers and stock- 
raisers of the East Coast settlements. 
The attondanco of residents of tho vicin- 
ity of Maple Bay was augmented by up- 
wards of 200 visitors from this city and 
Saanich and about ICO people from Na- 
naimo. Tho steamer Cariboo-Fly, which 
left hero with Victorians on board at 8 
a.m., mado a vory pleasant run up and 
arrived at her destination at 12:45 p.m., 
being met at that timo by tho steamer 
Maude with tho Nanaimoans on board. 
Almost immediately after landing at tho 
pier tho visitors repaired to tho hall and 
grounds of tho Agricultural Sooiety where 
they were very heartily welcomed by tho 
settlers of the district. An inspection of 
tho numerous exhibits was next in order. 
The display of fruits and roots was ex- 
ceedingly good; the butter from local 
dairies was excellent and tho entries of 
cattle and horses, although scarcely up to 
tho average, wero nevertheless in some in- 
stances highly meritorious. Several of 
tho two-year-olds, yearlings and foals 
wero much admired and would meet with 
commendation in any agricultural show. 
Tho grain exhibits as a whole were not so 
good as they should havo boon, a fact 
which may probably be attributed to the 
damage caused by heavy summer rains. 
A large assortment of preserves, ' neodlo- 
work and a very good display of poultry 
and eggs attracted considerable attention. 

Whilst the exhibition was being held a 
speech was delivered by Hon. A. Bunstcr, 
M. P. for Vancouver District, who con- 
gratulated tho residents of Maplo Bay and 
contiguous settlements on their succossful 
efforts to improve their agricultural pro- 
ducts and enhance tho valuo of their live 
stock. Ho remarked that tho show was a 
credit to them and oxprcesed a hopo that 
when tho noxt ono was held visitors would 
be convoyed to it in railway cars. 

The lion, gentleman's remarks wore re- 
ceived with hearty cheers and music by 
the excellent brass band from Wellington 
which was in attendance during tho day 
and contributed laigely to Che enjoyment 
of tho excursionists. 

At 6 p.m. tho steamers with the visi- 
tors on board left for their respective 
destinations, at which they arrived in 
safety, no incident having occurred to mar 
the pleasure of tho trip — with tho excep- 
tion, perhaps, of tho rain which foil at in- 
tervals during tho day. Appended will 
bo found the prize list:

A Groat Fur Merchant. 



The Hat, Cap and Fur Trade Review 
after describing the fur warehouse of C. 
M. Lampson & Co., Bays:— Sir Curtis 
Lampson is about seventy. When twenty- 
two ho came to London, whore ho had 
been sent from Now York by the North 
Western Company to take charge of their 
goods at tho London public sales. Ho 
was obliged to report that tho goods were 
not carefully held there, and consequently 
thoy wero withdrawn. Tho goods wero 
afterwards given to Mr. Lampson for sale, 
a3 in tho meantime he had succeeded in 
gaining the assistance of banking firms 
and a rich fur broker, through whom ho 
was assured of securing the usual advance 
payments. He has conducted the fur 
business about forty-seven years, and is 
supposed to bo worth from §12,000,000 to 
§2,500,000. Sir Curtis (who is a Yer- 
montcr by birth, as is also his wife) has a 
very handsome house in Eaton Square, 
where Mr. Peabody long resided with 
him. His eldest son is unmarried. Tho 
second married a niece 'of Lord Juitice 
Blackburn, one of the Lords of Appeal 
who sit in the House of Lords ex-otiicio. 
His only daughter married Mr. Locker, 
woll-known for his vers de societe, whoso 
first wife was sister to Lady Augusta 
Stanley, wife of the Dean of West- 
minster.

Postal. 

From a recent number of the Canada 
Gazette we learn that tho rates to be pro- 
paid by postage stamp, on parcols posted 
in Canada for destinations within the Do- 
minion to which parcels can be sent, are 
as follows: 

For each parcel weighing not more than 4 ozs....C eta. 
For each parcel exceeding ozs,, anJ not ex- 
ceeding 8 ozs 12ctH. 

For each additional 4 oti., or fraction ot 4 ozs cts. 

It will bo observed that provision is 
thus mado for a reduction of charge on 
small parcels not exceeding 4 ozs. in 
weight, and that tho general scale of 
charge will be 6 cents per 4 ozs. , instead 
of, as heretoforo, 12Jt cents pur 8 ozb. 

The oxclusion of glass from mails is so 
far modified that spectacles and eye- 
glasses, if securely put up in casos not 
likely to allow tho contents to oscapo if 
broken in course of conveyance, may bo 
sent by post within tho Dominion 011 pre- 
payment of tho above parcel post rates. 

The term "printed circulars" is extend- 
ed to include circular.! produced by the 
electric pen or other mechanical process, 
easy of recognition by tho officers of the 
post otlice, as well .is when printed by tho 
ordinary process of printing type, engrav- 
ing, or lithography. 

When letters or other postal matter is 
mis-sent and reaches a post office for 
which it is not intended, tho Postmaster, 
when sending on tho same to what ho 
judges to be tho right destination, should 
bo caroful to mark thereon '"Mis-sent to 
," adding the postmark of his office. 

Tho Churchos. 



Tho Harvest Home service at St. John's 
on Sunday was more than usually intei- 
osting. Tho pulpit, lectern, chancel and 
font of tho edifice were beautifully 
decorated with symbols of the fruits of the 
earth. The choir was large and tho choral 
service appropriate. A numerous con- 
gregation listened to an excellent sermon 
from the rector, Rev. Mr. Jcnns, who, in 
rofcrring to tho easo with which the 
necessaries and oven tho luxuries of life 
are obtained here in contrast with tho un- 
happy condition of the mass of tho peo- 
ple in Great Britain, declared this to be 
a favored land. 

At the R. E. Church, Rev. Mr. Chan- 
trell preached twice to large congrega- 
tions, who listened attentively, and came 
away impressed with the belief that in tho 
reverend gentlemen the Christian minis- 
try of tho Province has received a valuable 
acquisition. 

Tho Canada Pacific Railway. 

A New York dispatch to the San Fran- 
cisco press, dated 22nd September, says: 
"Judging from the tone of tho Dominion 
journals in the confidence of the Govern- 
ment, the returning Ministers, who wont 
to England last summer to solicit an Im- 
perial guarantee for the Canada Pacific 
Railroad, have failed not only to secure 
that, but havo boon unsuccessful in their 
overtures to private capitalists." Never- 
theless and notwithstanding this state- 
ment we feel confident that the pledgo to 
begin 125 miles of railway in British Col- 
umLia will shortly bo fulfilled.

Municipal Police Court. 

[Before Hon. A. F. Peiubciton.] 

Monday, Sept. 29th. 

Geo. Smith, on remand, charged with 
stealing a silver watch and gold chain, and 
Thos. Shcwcll, charged with receiving the 
same knowing them to have been stolon, 
came up for sentence. 

Mr. Courtney, who appeared for the 
prisoners, asked his Honor to romand 
them for another week as no opportunity 
had yet offered to ship them to a foroign 
port. 

His Honor remarked that ho had power 
to sentence tho prisoners to tvvelvo 
months' each. If, however, the prisoners 
would undertake to ship to a distant port 
lie would give them a chance to do so. 

The Superintendent of Police said ho 
had no doubt the prisoners would rather 
ship than put in twelve months' hard 
labor. 

Tho prisoners stated thoy woro quite 
willing to ship to any port. In reply to 
his Honor Showell said ho had been to 
sea in a merchantman for ten years and 
Smith romarked that ho had followed tho 
sea sinco he was a baby. 

His Honor thereupon remanded them 
for a week to give thoni an opportunity of 
getting an outward bound vessel. 

Mary, an Indian woman, was charged 
with vagrancy. 

Sorgt. Bloomfiold testified that the 
woman had a comfortable homo if sho 
wished to go to it. Sho also had sovoral 
children, but sho had recently nogleotod 
them and had been in a state of intoxi- 
cation It had come to his knowledge 
that a few days since sho offered to soil 
ono of her children for some gin and that 
she had boon stealing blankets and pawn- 
ing thorn in order to procure whiskey. 

The defendant, who hid her face with a 
shawl and declined to mako any distinct 
answor to $l'e charge, was fined $10; in 
default of*p"aymont 14 days' imprison- 
ment with hard'labor. 

Two Indians, for being drunk and dis- 
turbing tho public peaco, wero fined 5 
shillings each or 6 hours' imprisonment. 

John Macdonald, charged with sup- 
plying intoxicant liquor to Indians was 
acquitted, tho testimony of the Indian 
witness being conflicting and insufficient 
to convict.

LIVING DEATHS IN IRON MINES. 



Berlin, Aug. 7. — If a person of 
sane mind were to inform you of his 
or her intention to spend a vacation in 
Siberia, you -would undoubtedly smile 
audibly, and opine that the person 
making so audacious an assertion would 
be a fit subject for the lunatic asylum. 
Still, I am bound to confess that I 
have just returned from a trip to that 
Arctic region, where I made quite a 
stay in company with my friend, 
Robert Lemke, the eminent political 
economist and a student of political 
philosophy than whom there is none 
moro thorough and more searching. 
Wo have been through the land of tho 
Nihilists and however earnest we 
might have been in our desire to dis- 
cover important information, all our 
efforts would have been in vain had not 
an influential American at St. Peters- 
burg, whose name I have promised not 
to mention, given us such letters of intro- 
duction that all portals wero opened 
wido to us and wo saw and heard what 

ONLY A PRIVILEGED FEW 

Have seen and heard for a good many 
years. It is easily understood that the 
Russian Government, under the try- 
ing circumstances of tho present day, 
is not very liberal in granting extended 
privileges to newspaper men; and, had 
I travelled in that capacity, I might 
have been denied access to tho sources 
from which I have drawn the informa- 
tion about a good many things in 
Russia. The largo cities, however, are 
not the places for tho accumulation of 
knowledge such as we desired to get; 
and, after idling a few days at Mos- 
cow, St. Petersburgand its villegeatures 
wo started for the Siberian mines. 

Until we came to Tobolsk there was 
still some civilization about and around 
us. But after that we received a fore- 
taste of the horrors we were about to 
witness. For days we weredragged along 
in a miserable carriage, without meet- 
ing anything or anybody except the 
lonely Governmont posts with their 
stupid "Starost" and his subordinate 
Cossacks. At last wo saw in tho dis- 
tance a towering mountain, and with- 
in its cleft side a colossal opening, sim- 
ilar to tho pit of a volcano. From with- 
in 

FOUL AIR AND DISAGREEABLE SMELLS 

Saluted our nostrils, and for some time 
wc had to draw our breath hard. With 
our pocket handkerchiefs crammed into 
our mouths we entered the gigantic 
mouth of the rock. From the walls 
dirty water dripped down in large 
drops forming a little rivulet which 
gathered in a pool outside the entrance. 
Toward the east and tho north tho 
territory rose as high as 4,000 feet 
above tho sen. A chain, several miles 
in length, of snow-capped glaciers gave 
to tho mine the character of an unap- 
proachable fortress. To the left of the 
entrance an enormous guard-house was 
built occupied by a number of Cossacks. 
The establishment was about as filthy 
as any habitation for human beings 
cau well be. The furniture consisted 
only of a few rough benches and a 
large table. In front of its door a 
double file of muskets was stacked, 
between which a bearded Cossack 
marched up and down. We showed 
our letters to the young officer of the 
day who regarded us wonderingly — 
searchingly. He seemed at a loss to 
understand tho granting of a privilege 
so seldom sought and so rarely granted. 
A guide was given us and we passed 
a long, narrow and dark corridor, which, 
to judge from the inclination of the 
floor, led into the depth. Tho ground 
was so slippery and so wet that we 
were in danger of falling moro than 
once. 

PESTILENTIAL MIASMS 

Filled the air; and in spite of a good 
fur cloak — tho gift of a friend in Mos- 
cow — I actually shook with the cold. 
The darkness was so intense that 
neither of us could see the other. 

W« had gone on perhaps ton min- 
utes when I perceived, far in tho dis- 
tance, the trembling, uncertain grim- 
mer of a light; and I felt sure that we 
wero approaching the mine proper. 
The ground became softer and more 
slimy, the cold more penetrating. At 
every step we sank into the morass for 
several inches, and there was a smell of 
putrefaction, as in a chanel house. 

"Wo are in front of the mine," said 
our guide, pointing to a big iron rail- 
ing which surrounded a long cave — its 
massive rails, through the crevico of 
which hardly a rat might have squeez- 
ed itself, being cov ered with rust. The 
locks wore fastened with chains of im- 
mense thickness and weight. A guard 
made his appearance, and upon the 
word of our guido he opened the lock 
— but only with a great deal of strength 
was he enabled so far to turn the rail- 
ing upon its hinges that we could pass 
through into the interior. We stepped 
into a room which, although it was 
large enough otherwise, hardly admit- 
ted a full-grown man to stand upright, 
and was lighted only by a poor oil- 
lamp, which loft all surrounding things 
in darkness. "Where are wo?" I asked 
tho guide. 

"IN THE DORMITORY OF THE PRISONERS." 

Ho answered. "Fortunately this 
was a well-yielding lode; now we have 
made it into a sleeping-room." We 
shuddered. This subterranean cave, 
into which neither sun nor moon could 
ever send a ray of light, was called an 
apartment; and in this terrible grave, 
the air of which was pregnant with 
fearful miasma, the unfortunates ban- 
ished here by the unpitiable law of 
despotism were compelled to rest after 
the day's work, upon a poor bed of 
straw ! Into the dripping walls of the 
rock,alcovc-like cells had been hollowed 
out; and the entire room ga ve the im- 
pression of an enormous beehive. 
Every cell harbors live prisoners dur- 
ing the night; and above each of the 
single cots a strong iron bar was fast- 
ened to -which the unhappy mortals 



were locked and remained like so many 
dogs. No door, no window, no chair, 
no table, no shelving; everywhere the 
naked rock and rusty iron ! Tho straw 
which served as a bed for the delin- 
quents was 

WET AND HALF-ROTTEN; 

It looked and felt liko a mass of dung. 
A little bag filled with straw served as 
a pillow ; and a wet sheet, made of bag- 
linen, served as a coverlet. No bench 
— no utensils of any kind. In one 
corner a lamp faintly glimmered, in 
honor of the Madonna, whoso image 
was fastened above it in an old gilt 
frame. 

An insupportable dread overcame 
mo in gazing upon this picture of ter- 
rible desolation and misery; and I drew 
a long breath of relief when wo passed 
out of tho "dormitory," and into an- 
other corridor, dark as the first one, 
but less slippery. Everything was as 
quiet as a graveyard until we reached 
an enormous cave, in the centro of 
which stood a round table and three 
benches. Several torches, fastened to 
iron rings in the wall, served to lighten 
tho hall, in the ceiling of which I saw 
a window, almost covered with iron 
bars, through which a faint ray of day- 
light endeavored to penetrate, and 
this, mingled with tho torchlight, pro- 
duced an effect at onco dismal and 
gloomy beyond description. This was 
tho mine proper, and here an infernal 
noise was heard, caused by tho pick- 
axes and hammers with which th* 
exiles were working the iron ore. Be- 
fore us we saw several hundred ragged 
creatures, with terrible rough, long 
beards, faces pale as death, or of a 
sickly yellow, with red-rimmed eyes, 
dragging heavy chains, rattling them 
at every motion — 

the prisoners! 
Not ono looked healthy, and not one 
spoke, or sang, or whistled; tbey all 
worked in silence, looking askance at 
us, and rattling again their chains 
which have been put upon them in the 
name of Justice I Many of them were 
barofoot; a few woro the remnants of 
shoes upon their feet. The rags which 
covered them wore completely saturat- 
ed with tho dripping water, so that 
they could not give to the shivering 
bodies one atom of warmth. Upon 
their boards I saw long icicles; and I 
sometimes watched ono or the other 
blow into his chilled hands or shako 
convulsively in the ice-cold air.

If an exile 
attempted to rest a little the sharp 
command of the overseer soon put him 
to work again, and there was a fever- 
ish, unceasing activity. One of the 
prisoners — a slight, fine figure, with a 
face the profile of which showed extra- 
ordinary beauty — oxeited our particular 
attention. With visible exertion he 
swung his pickaxe and his breath came 
wheezing from his chest; but he could 
not loosen tho stone, and sometimes his 
arms 

FELL DESPAIRINGLY TO HIS SIDE. 

We approached him. "Why are you 
here?" I asked. He looked up shyly, 
almost frightened, and continued his 
work. 

"The prisoners are forbidden to speak 
about the cause of their exile," the in- 
spector informed me. 

"Who is the prisoner?" I asked tho 
guide. 

"No. 114," he answered, laconically. 

"So I see," I replied; "but I mean his 
name, his family, his crime. "

The foul air almost suffocated me. I 
beckoned to the guide and my friend.

"The ex- 
iles," he replied, "work twelve hours 
daily, and on Sunday too. They are 
never permitted to rest, Oh ! but y«;s — 
twice during the year; at Easter and 
on the birthday of our glorious Em- 
peror !" 1 

And he removed his hat as though 
ho had spoken the name. of the Lord. 

We bowed again and hastened to 
get back to Tobolsk. My friend and I 
were both very silent until we got out 
of Russia. But hereafter we shall not 
be so very rauoh shocked and surprised 
when we read of the terrible spread of 
that political fanaticism which is called 
Nihilism in the groat empire of the 
European East.
